8.—The senate had 
a long and busy session yesterday, pass- 
in g a number of bills on the calendar, 
including several amendments to the 
law of navigation and also the bill au-_ 
thorizing the president to reappoint to 
the navy Commander Quackeubush, 
whose case has occasioned muoh con­ 
troversy. 
Progress was made on the 
bill for free homesteads on Indian lands, 
but a final vote was not reached. 
Mr. 
Platt opposed the bill in a lengthy 
speech, po inting out that it wo u ld cost 
the go vernment a loss of many millio ns. 
It was disclosed during the day that 
Representative-elect Edward K. Rob­ 
bins was the author of the letter from 
Havana read in the senate by Senator 
Call Wednesday. 
The other Caban development of the 
day was a joint resolution offered by 
Mr. Mills (Dem., Tex.), declaring that 
j the power of recognizing a new republic 
resides in congress, recognizing the in­ 
dependence of Cnba and appropriating 
$ 10,000 for a United States minister to 
the republic of Cuba. 
Mr. Mills will 
speak on the resolution next Monday. 
The senate adjourned over until Mon­ 
day.

trustees for the Uniou Pacific and Cen­ 
tral Pacific and for the funding of the 
debts of the roods. 
It authorizes the 
secretary of the treasury to issue bones 
of the United States in such amount as 
may be necessary for the redemption of 
the first mortgage bonds of the road 
and in exchange for them dollar for 
dollar, the bond* not to be otherwise 
sold The bonds are to run for 80 yea n, 
th >ugh it is to be optional with the gov­ 
ernment whether they shall 
be re­ 
deemed at any earlier or later date. The 
bonds are not to exceed $ 1.000 in de­ 
nomination and are to bear 9 per oent 
interest. 
They 
are to be payable 
to bea r« , and the title to pass by 
deliv« y. 
It forth« provides for the

Hww a Groat Russian Banker B ought H is 
Freedom From Serfdom. 
One of the best known banking houses 
of 8 t Petersburg and the one to which 
most American visitors to Russia carry 
letters of credit is that of Messrs. Shal- 
ounine 8c Sons, the founder of which, 
father of the present head of the firm, 
owed his liberation from serfdom, 15 
years before the decree of emancipation, 
to n barrel of cyreem. Old ohaitmuiua 
was a serf belonging to Count She- 
remetieff, one of the wealthiest nobles in 
Russia. 
He had frequently entreated 
the count to grant him his freedom, of­ 
fering him as much as $500,000 for the 
boon. But money was no object to the 
count, and it gratified his pride to feel 
that one of the leading bankers <9¥ the 
empire was one of his serfs, unable to 
marry either his sons or his daughters 
without his master’s comdtit Moreover, 
as serf, the banker was liable to have 
his money seized and con Aerated any 
moment by ihe count, since everything 
that belonged to a serf, including bis 
wife, children and property, belonged 
ipso facto to his master. 
One day Shalounine, who had just 
that very morning returned fo the capi­ 
tal from Odessa, called at the Shere* 
metieff palace for the purpose of report­ 
ing his arrival, as in duty bound to his 
owner. He had brought with him a 
barrel of delicious Crimean oysters few 
presentation to the count, but left them 
in his carriage at the palace door until 
he should have obtained his master’s 
Intimation that his gift was acceptable. 
On entering the presence of the count 
the banker found him surrounded by a 
party of guests aud engaged in berating 
his chief butler for neglecting to pro­ 
vide oysters for tlw breakfast to which 
they were about to sit down. The butler 
was explaining to the count that there 
were no oysters to be got in the capital 
at that moment for love or money 
Catching sight of the serf banker tbs 
count exclaimed: 
“ Oh, it is thou again. Thou art come 
to pester me once more for thy libera­ 
tion! Thou kuowest that it is useless. 1 
should not know what to do with thy 
money. But stay, I will tell thee some­ 
thing. (Jet me some oysters for my 
breakfast and thou shall have thy free­ 
dom!’’ 
Shalounine bowed low, left the room, 
fetched the small barrel of oysters which 
he had left in his carriage at the door, 
and laid it at the feft of his master. 
As soon ms the barrel had been opened 
the count called for a pen and paper, 
wrote out a declaration emancipating 
both the banker and his family from 
serfdom, aud then, bowing courteously 
to the man who but a moment before 
had been his slave, exclaimed, “And, 
now, my dear Mr. ishalounino—will 
you give us the pleasure of your com­ 
pany at breakfast?“—New York Trib­ 
une.

NBW FONTAL LAWS. 


There are three important postal 
measures pending before the United 
States senate, having come from an 
almost unanimous vote in the house. 
One provides for the deliveay of letters 
in places where no free delivery now 
exists. 
It presents a plan by which a 
number of persons, 
not less 
than 
twenty, who have heretofote received 
their mail through the same office, can, 
on petition to the 'postmaster, have a 
carrier appointed for them who can 
charge one cent for each piece of mail 
matter carried to or from the office. 
The object of this is to save much time 
and trouble for persons who have here­ 
tofore secured their mail either by long 
rides themselves or by the long rides af 
some of their neighbors. 
The plan is 
virtually a revival of the penny post 
system. 
It has been suggested by some 
of the friends of themeasure that the 
senate should see to it that such safe­ 
guards are adopted as will prevent 
this new kind of letter carriers coming 
into congress after a while and demand 
ing a salary on the ground that they 
have been unable to collect their pen 
Dies each time there was a mail de­ 
livery. 
Another bill which is to go into effect 
July I makei it possible for busine** 
men as well as society people to use 
blank cards on which to write messages, 
writing the address on one side an I 
the message on the other, attaching a 
one cent stamp to the address side. 
This affords an opportunity for people 
si disposed to use a finer quality of 
card than is now employed in the ^gov­ 
ernment service. 
It affords the gov­ 
ernment, too, an opportunity to make a 
saving in the quantity of paper used 
that is the difference in the weight be­ 
tween the present postal card and the 
one cent stamp. 
The saving in the 
millions of cards used annually will 
amount to several thousand d Altars.

present registering a letter or pxckige 
only amounts to extra precaution. 
The 
government has never stood ready, like 
express companies, to make good any 
loss that was proved up. 
It spared no 
pains to recover the lost property, how­ 
ever, and to punish the th icy ess, if there 
were any, but it never reimbursed 
Ac­ 
cording to the last report from the post­ 
office department in the last fiscal ytar 
11,714,526 packages were registered, the 
fees for which amounted to $975 388 88 
O th a enormous number of packages 
handled the losses were comparatively 
slight; in fact, there were only 5,289 ! 
complaints of losses of which a large 
number were found to amount only to 
decays. 
It is clear, therefore, that the 
expense to the government of making 
good such losses will be small 
It is 
confidently predicted by the framers of 
this bill that the knowledge that the 
government will be responsible will so 
increase the registered business as to 
more than make up for all of the ex 
pense in the payment of losses.

become taws.

Havana, Jan. 8.—Dr. Casper Beton 
coart, a naturalized American citizen 
and a well known dentist, who wa* ar 
rested here on Dec. 7 as a political sus­ 
pect, is said to have been one of th* 
leaders of the insurgents during the ten 
years’ war. 
It now appears that he is 
charged with conspiring against the 
gorernment in handling mail matter iii 
tended for the insurgents in connection 
with Gustavo Martinez, the collector of 
the Caban junta, the agent of Aguirre, 
the insurgent leader, and Jose Maria 
Diaz, the agent of Castillo, also a leader 
of the insurgents. 
The king’s attorney has sent the first 
documents in the proceedings against 
Dr. Betancourt to th# district court, 
where he Will be tried before an ordi­ 
nary tribunal. Diaz and Martinez have 
already been sent to the Ohafarinas 
islands. 
t General Valescoe, reconnoitering at 
San Pedro, captured a camp and many 
cattle. 
He destroyed all the plantations 
there and burned a large number of 
huts. 
Tho coasting steamers Bol m ar and 
Guaniguanioo, from Vuelto Abajo, have 
brought in Ave officers and 860 men, 
ack and wounded, and nine prisoners 
of war.

Warden Hert has been a target for 
many envious darts from the small-fry 
politicians within his own party.

have held indignation meetings nearly
